In an uncensored. telephone conver- 
sation this week Mr. Eric Heinemann.

The local community, he said, suffered 
no casualties during the air raids on the 
citv or damage to either private or com- 
munal property. They had suffered no 
hardships or shortages.

martial law. There were no Jews among 
the persons arrested for political reasons 
during the Arbenz régime, he said.

NEW LIBRARY NEEDED AT UNIVERSITY For THE 


Essentials of 
Religion 


N the Haftara of this Sabbath . 


occurs the famous answer which 

is given to the question: What 
does God demand of us in His ser- 
vice ? It is a question which has 
haunted the mind of man ever since 
he became conscious of the super- 
natural: how can the supreme 
Power who controls the forces of the 
universe which determine the fate 


-of the individual be propitiated ? 


The prophet Micah details some of 
the solutions to the problem. which 
had been adopted to achieve that end 
—abundance of animal sacrificessand 
even the offering of one’s children to 
gain the Divine favour. But they. are 
rejected as evidence o1 a. complete 


misunderstanding. of God's will, and 


in a sublime sentence he enumerates 
the virtues. which alone are accept- 
able: justice, mercy, and modesty. 
At first sight the prophet’s utter- 
ance seems to be. at Variance with 
what is taught elsewhere in the Bible, 
especially in the Pentateuch, where 
numerous commandments are enjoined 
which have no apparent relevance to 
those virtues... God is represented as 
giving to Israe} many ordinances of a 
ritualistic character which have. no 
connection with moral principles. And 
it is a fact that in Judaism, as well as 
other faiths, its adherents generalls 
attach the utmost importance to. cere- 
monial forms. and a departure from 
the traditional . rites - arouses _ fierce 
controversy. Indeed, religious persecu- 
tion has often originated in this cause. 


FOR all that, the rabbis of the 
Talmud, whose principal aim was 
to establish the norm ‘of religious 


“practice, were. fully. conscious of; and 


faithful to, Micah’s teaching, and it 


- was fundamental in their concept of 


Judaism that its ultimate purpose was 
ethical... Nowhere in rabbinic. litera- 
{ure is -this truth emphastsed more 
ciearly than in the oft-quoted passage 
in tractate Makkoth 24a, where it is 
stated that the 613. precepts communi- 
cated to Moses at Sinai were reduced 
by David to eleven: principles of con- 


-duct ‘detailed: in. Psalm: xv. which has 


been ‘entitled Gentleman.” 
Then Isaiah reduced. the number to 
six: (Chap, 15): “Me. that 
walketh righteous! Ned and speaketh 
uprightly he that. despiseth the ga:n 
of oppressions, that shaketh his hands 
from holding. of bribes, that stoppeth 
his-ears from hearing of blood, and 
shutteth his eves from looking upon 
| 

The number was further reduced to 
three by Micah. in the statement that 
what is required is “ only to do justly. 
and to love mercy, and to walk humbly 
with thy God.” ‘Fhe: quintessence of 
Judaism was then discerned in another! 
utterance of. Isaiah which stresses only 


two principles. “ Keep ye-justicé, and 
do -righteousness:° and -even 
in ~-one... prineiple-—* Seek. .-ve. Me 
and. live’. (Amos 4).: or.“ The 


righteous. shall. - live: by his. faith” 


(Habakkuk ji): 4). 


QOBVIOUSI Y there: was no intention 

to belittle the other features which 
hold so conspicuous a place in: the 
jewish religious system. For the rabbis 
Fudaism more. than ethical 
theory. they: appreciated that 
a jewel-can ‘easily. be lost: without a 
setting, The point. which they sought 
to drive home was that whatever else.

Author who Roused 
German Jewry 


ROBERT WELTSCH 


Gerson Stern, the author, who cele- 
brated his 80th birthday on Wednesday,

SOVIET JEWISH 
ARTISTS 


Interviewed in London 


By a‘Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Two of Soviet Russia’s outstanding 
Jewish artists who are leading mem- 
bers of the Moscow State Puppet 
Theatre, now performing at: the Lon- 
don Casino, W., gave interviews 
for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE this week. 
The two artists are Mr. N. B. Levin- 
son, Deputy Director_of the Theatre, 
and Mr. Z. E. Gerdt, a compére and 
leading actor of the Theatre. 

My talk with Mr. Levinson, which 
took place in one of the rooms of 
the Casino, lasted for nearly 40 
minutes.

LORD MORRIS OF 
KENWOOD 


The death occurred on Thursday of 
last week. in Sheffield, of Lord Morris 
of Kenwood. He had suffered from 
heart trouble for some time, and early 
on Thursday morning he collapsed at 
his home and died soon afterwards, 
Lord Morris was 60 years-old... He 
had given distinguished services to. his 
country, as soldier and politician, and 
to the Jewish community as com- 
munal -worker.» 

Harry Morris, who was born in Shef- 
field, practised. in that city as a sohettor 
from. 1920, and: as barrister from. 1936. 
He first entered the political field in 1920, 


when he was elected to the Sheffield City 


Council. as a tepresentauve of the: Dis- 
charged Soldiers... He: was. defeated in 
1926, and. the local Conservative - Party 
But he decided to 


turn to the Labour: Party, re-entered the 
Council. in the Labour interest in’ 1929, 
and remained a member till 1937, During 
his career as City Councillor he was. Vice- 


Chairman. -of: :the -Finance’ Committee, 


Chairman of: the Local: Taxation Com- 


mittee, and Chairman of the City ‘Hall. 

With a majority of 19,006 he won the 
Shefheld Central vision for Labour in 
the 1945 General Election; and: was again 
returned to .the House of Commons— 


this time for the Neepsend Division’ of . 


Sheffield——in February, 1950. But shortly 
afterwards. he resigned, by. applying -for 
the Stewardship. of the Chiltern Hundreds, 
and. thus provided a seat for the previ- 


ously. defeated —Solicitor-General, Sir 


Frank Soskice. -One.of his reasons for 
resigning had been the difficulty of com- 
hining his:extensive legal practice, mostly 
outside London, with assiduous attend- 
ance at the Hduse. 7

.- JEWISH LIFE IN HUNGARY 


BY A 


Hungarian Jews have always occu- 
pied an exceptional position in the 
East European Jewish scene. Rich or 
poor, free-thinking or Orthodox, 
Zionist or anti-Zionist, they have 
always identified themselves with 
Hungary thought and feeling, 
behaving as ultra-patriots when. the 
opportunity presented itself and speak- 
ing only Hungarian, The Yiddish 
language was almost completely elimi- 


nated from every-day life and nowhere 


in Eastern Europe was the process of 
assimilation. so far advanced. The 
reason for this was not disloyalty to 


‘Judaism but the feeling of ideological 


belonging to the Hungarian people. 


This state of affairs continues to obtain ‘ 


in the country today. 

Of the Jews left in himaary who 
are estimated to number about 120,000.

REPORTS from Vienna indicate that, after 


nearly six weeks of hard bargaining, the 
resumed negotiations with the Austrian 


Government on Jewish compensation and 


heirless-property claims have reached a dead- 
lock and will almost certainly: be suspended, 


at least until the autumn, by which time the 


Austrian CHANCELLOR will have recon- 
the whole matter. This develop- 
ment, although not altogether unexpected, 
will be deplored by the Western Allies no less 
than by the Jews, for it is no secret that the 
Austrian authorities agreed to a resumption 
of the talks, first broken off last year, only 
after strong pressure had been exerted by the 
Western Powers, and. particularly by the 
United States, which is anxious to ensure that 
the Jews who survived HiTLer’s extermina- 
tion campaign be accorded fair compensation 


and material assistance to. enable them to- 
‘establish -themselves. ether in. Austria or in 
their countries of resettlement. 


The motives. for the Austrian Govern- 
ment’s decision to revert to its former delay- 


‘ing tactics and to postpone the offer of some 


compensation for the tremendous — losses 
suffered by Austrian Jewry are somewhat 


“obscure.. It may well be that, with provincial 


elections due to take place mn the autumn, the 


-Coalition groups—the Catholic People’s Party 


and the Socialists—wish to avoid taking any 
action which would antagonise the consider- 
able number of floating neo-Nazi voters. On 


. the other hand, it is not inconceivable that, by - 
apparently refusing to conclude a. com- 


promise agreement with the Jews, the petulant 
Austrian Cabinet 1s merely voicing its dis- 
pleasure at its own treatment by the Alhed 


| _ Occupation Powers. 


But whatever the motives for its curious 
fecrennys since the negotiations first began 
over a year ago, the Austrian Government 
must be strongly criticised for its ridiculously 
low final offer at the current talks, an offer 
which, it is to be hoped, will be rejected when 
considered by the. Executive Board of the 
Jewish Claims Committee at its meeting in 


Zurich on Sunday. In settlement of the vexed 
question. of. heirless property, the main.

This enlightened statement. of principle puts

Though even between 
the wars the immigration potential of the United 
States was inhibited by the discriminatory quota 
system, something of the high purpose of. its 
early leaders. was manifested by. the warm 
welcome which was given to those who did enter. 

During the period with which this book deals, 
America admitted many thousands of members 
of the learned and artistic professions who came 
from: Central Europe.

India and the Awakening East. By

Mrs, Eleanor Roosevelt has a won- 
derful gift for recording her impres- 
sions from day to day in any part of 
the world. This book on India and 
the East tells of her journeys. in 
1952-53 to the Middle East. and the 
East proper, j.e.,. India and Pakistan, 
wherever she went, she 
was welcomed as “the first lady in 
the world,” and she had the oppor- 
tunity to talk with all the heads of 
States. But. she has a gift also of 
making opportunity to talk with the 
common men and women, and _ bring- 
ing abroad humanity to bear on 
every problem she meets. 

The first two chapters of the book 
will be of particular interest to Jewish 
readers. They deal with her- visit to 
the Arab States, Lebanon, Syria, and 
Jordan, and.to Israel. Those were 
the two first stages in her itinerary; 
and her first concern was about the 
Arab refugees. It is characteristic of 


her catholic sympathy that she writes 


of both sides of the curtain as if she 
were attached to their cause. . At the 
same. time she: makes it clear: that 


‘the Jewish cause-is near her. heart. 


Her purpose is. always to see for her- 
self: what conditions are like. She 
tries to: make the Arab authorities 
face up to the human tragedy of the 
refugees, the loss of skills, the break- 
down of morale, and the primary need 
of resettlement and employment. | She 
is enthusiastic over Israel. It. is to 
her a dedicated land. everyone, 
from Ben-Gurion to the humblest. fac- 
tory worker, I encountered a deter- 


mination and sense of dedication that . 


filled me. with confidence.” She is 
impressed, too, by the diversity and 
elasticity of the people. As the first 
patroness of Youth Aliyah, she 
“ejoices at the achievement of turning 
wadifs and strays ‘into healthy, happy 
workers of the soil. 

Occasionally the American 
idea affects. her judgment, as where 
she says that if India and Pakistan 
could. settle their differences, that 
would be> the “most. powerful sales 
argument.” But the lesson she stresses 
is that Western. democracy must be 
action and not words : and that work 
with and through the United Nations 
is. the. kevstone- to. success. in 
developing co-operation among other

JEWISH CHAPLAINCY SERVICES 


T the age of 18 all able- 
bodied men, except those 
who are. granted special 


deferment, are expected to report . 
for service with the Armed Forces, 


where they are required to serve 
for two years. The effect of this 
call-up upon the young men of. the 
community is severe. For most of 
them, this is the first time that they 
have been away from their parental 
home. From the Jewish viewpoint 
the effects of Service life during the 
years of 
National Service are most critical. 


The soldier is forced to live in an 


entirely non-Jewish atmosphere. 
In whichever unit he serves he is 
bound to be a member of. the 
smallest minority group. A deli- 
cately reared young man who has 


accustomed to a_ traditional 


Jewish home will find his new sur- 
roundings constantly issuing a 
challenge to his religious loyalty. 
Although the military authorities 
are sympathetic and grant. many 
facilities for Jewish observance, the 
Jewish serving man cannot help but 
feel that he is in temporary exile 
from the Jewish community. 


Catering for Youhg People 


The. Jewish Chaplains’ Department 
Is conscious. of ‘the needs of the young 
National Serviceman and directs its 
attention to the amelioration of his 
social and religious: problems. It ‘is 
unfortunate that, as an. integral part 


the Royal‘Army Chaplains’ Depart- 
ment, the number of Jewish Chaplains 
appointed is calculated on the basis of. :

sonnel. It is Onlv. in -the. trainrng 
establishments, where a short period 
Spent in basic. or technical training, 
that any measurable numbers can be 
found. It is for this reason that Chap- 
lains pay regular visits to these ‘estab- 
lishments: and only: occasional visits 
to the units which. are scattered 
throughout the United Kingdom. 

The. visit.of a Chaplain is naturally 
welcomed, for it serves as an impetus 
to greater Jewish self-consciousness. 
and a medium for the elucidation ‘of 
anv local. problem. which the Service- 
man may have. The Chaplain invari- 
ably acts as a useful liaison. between 
the Jewish soldier and his non-Jewish 
officers. 


Camp and Garrison Synagogues 


Great assistance has been given to 
the work of our department by: the 
creation of camp and garrison syna- 
The oldest. in the country. is 
at Aldershot, where Services were held 
regularly throughout the war and the 
immediate ‘post-war period, but have 
since been held: intermittently, The 
large. garrison.of Catterick also ‘has a 
synagogue, which is frequently used.

The Seeligsberg 
Programme 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sin, —I greatly regret having missed 
the various letters. concerning the 
Seeligsberg programme which appeared 
in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE | several 
weeks ago. The spirit in which the 
‘ten points” were drawn up should 
be sincerely appreciated as a European 
pioneering effort. We in America 
have gone far beyond that. While we 
recognise. seven points. as welcome 
restatements of Catholic sentiments 
towards. the Jews, three of the points 
are, in my opinion, unacceptable ‘in 
their present form. 

Point 7. calls on Catholics to * avoid 
presenting the Passion in such a way 
that loathing for the manner of Christ’s 
death falls on Jews alone. Not only the 
Jews, but all of us were responsible for 
His death. . ...”. As can be seen from 
the enclosed ‘copy of a letter from Pro- 
fessor Louis. Hartman,. of the Catholic 
University of America, Catholic scholar- 
ship. does not lay responsibility for the 
death of Jesus on Jews of that time. nor 


on their descendants: of today. 


Point 8- suggests to Catholics that they. 
“ avoid reporting the scriptural curse and 
the cry of the exeited crowds: * His blood 
be upon us and upon our children’ with- 
out calling attention to. the fact that this 
cry: could not prevail against the infinitely 
more powerful prayer of.

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Wife, Mother—and Q.C.

NCE again learned judges 

are listening intently to a 

quiet, attractive woman of 
39—Miss Rose Heilbron, Q.C., 
Britain's highest-paid woman barris- 
ter.

ANOT HER JEWISH 
BLACKSMITH. 
By a Jewisn CHRONICLE Reporter 


Following «accounts. that 
appeared in this paper of two families 
of Jewish blacksmiths there is now ‘yet 
another claimant to the title of 
oldest Jewish blacksmith.’ Not only 


is Mark Davis .a. blacksmith and 
a Jew; he is 79 and still working ! 
Two weeks THE JEWISII 
CHRONICLE told the story of Barnett 
Mishkin, who started a. smithy in 
London’s East End in 1900... Mark 
Davis tells. me ‘that. Barnett Mishkin 


used to work in the Davis workshop 
in Dunk: Street, E..and when he started 
‘out-on his.own, Mark Davis sold him 
the tools with which to begin. The 
two blacksmiths were married on. the 
‘same day-—neéarly 451° Years .ago-—in 
the Duke's Place Synagogue. 

Mr. Davis left Kiev. Russia, at the 
age of 15; his reason. was simple—"* | 
didn’t want to be soldier.” In Kiev he 
can remember working. his father’s 
smithy, 

Mr. Davis has three sons, four 
daughters, and. six grandchildren, nearly 
all of whom were present when T visited 
the Davis home and smithy. still in Dunk 
Street. All his sons work: there, and his 
69-year-old wife, Dora, still does much 
of the office work. In. her spare time 
she has cultivated a. littl. English garden 
in the back yard. on the site of an old 
air-raid shelter. The rambling roses and 
clinging vines*add colour and gatety 
district that is mot as beautiful as it 
might be. 

Although the old-time work of shoeing 
horses has now disappeared from. most 
city smithies, there is stl plenty of work 
to do. The balcony in the Fieldgate 
Street Synagogue and the ornaments for 
the first Sefer Torah in the Philpot Street 
‘Synagogue are also the work of Mr. 
Davis. 

When I asked this untiring.blacksmith 
if he was going to retire, he looked almost
